Plenty of rest to guard against 
Poliomyelitis, Is the advice given 
Canadian mothers by the Nation¬ 
al Medical Advisory. Committee of 
(he Canadian Foundation for Pol¬ 
iomyelitis. The National Medical 
Advisory Committee asks mothers 
to be watchful, but not unduly 
fearful this summer .and be on 
the lookout for “Influenza-like" 
.symptoms. 

The Committee was unable to 
predict whether or not there would 
be a polio outbreak this summer. 
"Polio outbreaks ara something 
that cannot be foreseen. All we 
can do is take every precaution, 
use every normal means of retain¬ 
ing our.general immunity against 
disease by remaining healthy and 
rested at all times. This way we 
give our bodies every chance to 
resist disease in every form. Since 
‘we are not yet awure of thecau.se 
and origin of polio, we must adopt 
general prophylactic-practices." 

There is no way of making a 
100 per cent correct diagnosis of, 
polio. Persons should be suspicious 
during the polio outbreaks, of fe¬ 
ver, sore throat, nausea, fever with 
headache, and abnormal muscle 
sensations.

■ Tlie following description of the 
caused connected with varying 
cream tests has recently been re¬ 
ceived from the Provincial Diary 
Branch, and it is a concise, ac¬ 
curate explanation worthy of the 
consideration of all those who sell 
cream. 

1. Speed of Separator— 

Turn the Separator at the cor¬ 
rect speed indicated on the handle. 
A faster speed will give a higher 
testing cream while a slower speed 
will give a lower test. 

2. Rate of Inflow to Bowl— 

Uniformity of inflow is usually 

controlled by the “float.” The 
faster the milk enters the bowl the 
lower testing the cream will be. 
Make certain the float is not dot¬ 
ted. 

8 . Temperature of the Milk— 

Best time for cream spearation 
is immediately after milking before 
the milk has time to cool. If the 
milk is allowed to cool, the per¬ 
centage of butterfat in the cream 
is increased but there is also a 
decrease in the amount of butter- 
fat in the milk. 

4. Flushing the Separtor Bowl— 

An increase in the amount of 
water or skimmilk used to flush 
the bowl will cause a decrease in 
the butterfat percentage of the 
cream 

5. Use of an In washed Separator— 

With even a slight accumulation 
of slime, milk and cream In the 
bowl, as found in the separator 
when it is hot thoroughly washed 
after each using, the test of cream 
may vary in either direction.. Loss 
of fat In the skimmilk also occurs 

6 . Buttertut Test of the Milk— 

With all conditions mentioned 

above under control, higher test¬ 
ing milk will give higher testing 
cream. The butterfat test of the 
herd will vary with quality of 
feed, stage of lactation for individ¬ 
ual animals, season of the year, 
and to seme extent, weather con¬ 
ditions The amount of milk will 
change mere rapidly than the a- 
mount of butterfat per day. con¬ 
sequently the tpst goes up when 
milk flow decreases and vice versa 
This explains why the test of milk 
is usually higher in the fall and 
winter. 

It has been found that cream 
testing from 30** to 40Of is most 
satisfactory for shipping. It. should 
be at the lower part of the range 
during fall and winter Never aim 
at above 45%. Losses at this level 
are excessive.

New Ribbon For 
Armed Services 

There’ll soon he a new ribbon 
on many a serviceman’s chest. 

The defence department an¬ 
nounced recently the King has ap¬ 
proved a new, distinctly-Canadian 
decoration for members of the 
three Canadian armed forces and 
that it will soon be available. 

It will be awarded for 12 years 
service in either the permanent of 
reserve forces and is the first pur¬ 
ely Canadian decoration for ser¬ 
vice of this nature. Wartime and 
pre-war service may be included. 

It will supersede long service 
and good conduct awards hitherto 
given to members of the armed 
forces and which have no distinct 
Canadian connection. 

The new award is a 10-sided sil¬ 
ver-gilt device, bearing on its 
front the effigy of the King, en¬ 
circled by the royal title. The re¬ 
verse bears a naval crown, maple 
leaves, and an eagle, representing 
the three services. The ribbon is 
red, equally divided by three nar¬ 
row vertical white stripes. 

Permanent Force officers and 
men of the three services will 
qualify by 12 years full-time paid 
service in any of the armed forces 
of the Commonwealth, provided 
they were serving on or after Oct. 
1, 1946, in one of the permanent 
forces. 

Reserve officers and men must 
have the same period of service in 
one of Canada's reserve fores. 
They must have joined the reserve 
by or must have been serving on 
or after. Jan. 1, 1946.

then left to crust until the middle 
ot September. The crust prevents 
the cutworm moth from laying her 
eggs in the fallow. 

In districts where both thistles 
and cutworms are a problem, Mr. 
Sterling's suggestion for handling 
both is to allow the thistles to grow 
two or three inches high following 
the last cultivation -towards the 
end of July, then treat the new 
growth early in August with an 8 
ounce application of 2, 4-D. This 
will keep the thistles under con¬ 
trol until the flight of the cut¬ 
worm moth is over. Cultivation can 
l>e started again around the end 
of September and continued every 
two weeks until froeze-up. 

Failure to control perennial 
weeds is often the result of con¬ 
sidering summerfnllow operations 
completed by the time harvest ar¬ 
rives, and neglecting the fallow 
for the remainder of the year. 
Where cutworms are not a prob¬ 
lem. cultivation during the harv¬ 
est season will pay dividends in 
perennial weed oi^^ol.

April, May, June 
Precipitation Was 
2.61 Inches in Town 

Good rains were received over 
nicst ixuts of the district this 
week and they will greatly aid the 
later-sown crops in filling-out. 

Rain-storms, accompanied by 
much thunder and lighting, hit the 
the district both Monday and Tues¬ 
day nights and practically every 
part of the Vulcan aiun received 
Siime rain from nnVor both of 
the storms. In towrjf precipitation 
was .33 Monday night and .50 on 
Tuesday night. 

Some interesting figures have 
been compiled by Errett King, cov¬ 
ering rainfall received during the 
mnin growing season* of the 
months of April, May and June, 
over the past 15 years. 

The- average rainfall received 
here during these three months 
over the period 1936 to 1950 in¬ 
clusive is 5.85 inches The high was 
in 1942, when the total for the 
three months was 9.39 inches, and 
the low was in this year, 1950, 
when only 2.61 inches of rain was 
recorded for the same period. Al¬ 
though this Is the lowest average 
for the. throe months in 15 years, 
it is interesting to note that in 
April. May and June of 1943 total 
precipitation was oply 2.76.

Sow Thistle Weed 
Gaining Foothold 

A notice in this issue, inserted 
by the Municipal District of'Vul¬ 
can, draws the attention of farm¬ 
ers in the municipality to the im¬ 
portance of reporting sow thistle 
infestation on their land. 

This district has been practical¬ 
ly free of this weed but it is 
thought that combines tram Sask¬ 
atchewan. which have been com¬ 
ing into the district to do custom 
work in the fall, have innocently 
"spread sow thistle seed in many 
localities, with the result that the 
weed is now gaining a foothold in 
some parts of the district. 

Municipal officials are anxious 
to check tlie spread of the weed 
here ard the ro-Qperation of ail 
residents of the district in this 
respect is asked. Presence of the 
weed should he reported to the 
weed inspertor or to the Municipal 
Office.

POLICE ON THE JOB 

(From The Lethbridge Herald) 

That the traffic situation is far from the de¬ 
sired state is fully known by both city police and 
the Royal Canadian Mounted Police, and they're 
• doing their utmost about it. Only the other night— 
yes, at 3:10 ajn.—city police captured a couple 
of speed enthusiasts cutting capers In a quiet resi¬ 
dential area. And police court reports also show 
that R.C.M.P.. highway patrols are far from idle. 

However, the plain fact is that the police can¬ 
not be everywhere at the same time. There Just are 
not enough police to keep a constant eye on every 
motorist every minute. And then, too, in' a country 
of intelligent and law-abiding people, the general 
public should be expected to behave in such a man¬ 
ner that large numbers of police are not necessary. 
In this country police prefer to serve as friends of 
the public, rather than in the fashion of police in 
certain other lands. 

• While doing their work in a most commendable 

manner, police must do much of it under extreme 
handicaps. 

As far as the motorists who obey the laws are 
concerned, they don’t care whether the police make 
their patrol in cars designated as police patrols or . 
in private automobiles. But that feeling is not un- 
, animous among motorists. Some, regular offenders 
strenously insist that police should use only prop¬ 
erly marked “Police” cars for highway patrol work. 

Sure, so those who make a habit of breaking 
laws wil! always know when the police are around, 
and so they will know when the police will not 
catch them tearing along at 70 and 80 miles an 
hour without a hoot about anything else but their 
speed. Maybe they'd even like police patrols to do 
their work preceded by a brass band and a block- 

long procession of neon signals-- 

'• When a conscientious policeman goes out In 

his private car, or in one which does not advertise 
that vehicle for ail the world as a police patrol, 
motorists caught committing offences often become 
irate and blow their tops. They accuse police of 
laying In ambush for unsuspecting motorists, and of 
sneaking up on them the minute they’ve done some¬ 
thing wrong for the first time in umpteen years. 

PUBLIC CO-OPERATION NEEDED 

It’s also evident that the law-abiding and law- 
respecting motorists are disturbed over the traffic 
situation, and this vast majority «f the public can 
do much in removing menaces from the highways. 
These motorists can help police tremendously in 
protecting the public, both the walking public and 
those who drive. 

Everyone knows that our friendly police con¬ 
stantly seek the co-operation of the public, and we 
know that they'd welcome it in putting offending 
motorists in their place. 

The blunt advice to everyone is: If you 
see any motorist openly violating traffic 
regulations, try and obtain his license num¬ 
ber and Jot down the time and place of the 
offence. Then promptly report It to the 
police. 

There will be no obligation on the part 
of the one giving information to police to 
appear In court as a witness, unless be wish¬ 
es to do that of his own accord. Police will 
be helped in knowing who persistently 
breaks the laws, and they are competent 
enough in their work to do the rest. 

Only unintelligent idiots will regard such co¬ 
operation from the public at “tattling” because it’s 
nothing of the kind. It's simply and plainly part of 
man's constant effort at self-preservation. After all, 
any one of us might be killed any day of the week 
by some driver who ignores regulations which were 

-intended primarily for safety purposes. One of the 

/ best ways to postpone the date with the Grim Rea¬ 
per is to drive safely and help the police make ev¬ 
eryone else do the same. 


Now and then we figure any high degree of In¬ 
ternational cooperation is improbable in a world where 
most people won’t keep to the right on a crowded 
sidewalk.
